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HISTORY OF THE JE 
BY DR. GRATA 
(Continued from our last.) 


The same legendary character is still impressed on the 
records chronicling the commencement of the reign of 
Aristobul’s successor. Alexander, whose Jewish name was 
Yanai (an abbreviation of Yochanan), is not only said to 
have been kept in custody by his brother, but also to have 
been so hateful to his father that he banished him to 
Galilee, because it was signified to him in a dream that 
the same, although his third son, wou'd yet wear the 
crown of Judea. He was said to have been liberated from 
the prison into which Aristobul put him by his widow, 


who, together with ber hand, offered him the erown. | 
But if so, Alexander, the high priest, would have married in the expedition against Lathuros 


a widow, which was illegal, although it was a case of the 
levirate. Still more difficult it is to admit that Alex- 
ander in the latter portion of his life should have so totally 
disregarded considerations due to her to whom it was | 
said he owed life and dominion. The who'e account, 
therefore, must be placed in the domain of legend. It is 
much more probable that Alexander, without aid from 
Aristobul’s widow, ascended the throne iv virtue of his 
right of succession, his brother having died childless, and 
that his wi‘e Salome, in strict accordance with the Mosaic 
marriage law for the priests, was not wedded previous! 
to another husband. Nor is there any foundation for the 
asrertion that Alexander began his reign by the murder of 
one of his brothers, who, moreover, had been his com- 
panion in prison; for by sueh a crime he would have 
at once rendered himself hateful to the people, while it is 
known that the popular ill-will towards him arose at a 
subsequent period, when he openly inclined to the Saddu- 
cean views. On the contrary, it seems that at the com- 
mencement of his reign he strove to become popular, 
and accordingly the Pharisees, so long in disfavour at 
court, were again allowed to raise their heads. Simon, 
son of Shetach, who is praised as the restorer of Phari- 
seeism, was received at Alexander’s court, and is reported 
to have been a brother of Queen Salome. The differences 
between the king and the Pharisees could therefore not 
have existed at the beginning of his reign, but arose some 
years afterwards. 

Alexander, who ascended the throne at the age of 23, | 
was martial like his whole family; but he neither possessed 
the military talents of his predecessors nor their circum- 
erection in projecting comprehensive plans and adopting 
the means according 'o circumstances. He threw himself 
headlong into warlike enterprises, not even a successful 
iesue of which gave reason to anticipate important results, 
split thereby the popular strength, and thus brought 
the state more than once to the very brink of destruction. 
His reign of 27 years, therefore, was taken up by ex. 
ternal and internal wars, and was not calculated to pro- 
mote the material welfare of the people. His luck, how. 
ever, was greaterthan his wisdom, which did not altogether 
desert him even in those desperate positions into which 
he had brought himself, and it was owing to this good 
luck that upon the whole he yet succeeded in enlarging 
the boundaries of the country. Like his brother, he paid 
regard to the Greeks, and had money coined which, in 
addition to the Hebrew inscription ‘King Yochanan,” 
also contained the Greek name ‘* Alexandros.” Like his 
father he employed in his wars mercenaries, whor he 
obtained from Pisidia and Cilicia. He, however, did not 
venture to employ Syrians, because the mutual aversion 
between the Judeans and Syrians was too deeply rooted 
to count upon a cordial co-operation between them. 

Alexander’s chief object was the conquest of the sea- 
port towns, which, it is not known by what means, had 
again fallen into the hands of the Greeks. The seaport 
of Akko (Ptolemais), which belonged to Hyrcan, had 
again become a free city; Dora, Straton’s Tower, obeyed 
a Greek chieftain, named Zoilos, and Gaza was likewise 
in the hands of Greek inhabitants. Alexander’s first 


| 


sooner since the two royal brothers of Syria, Antiochos 
Grypas and Kyzikenos, were still engaged in feuds against 
each other. The inhabitants of Ptolemais therefore called 
Zoilos to their assistance, but considering his power as 
insufficient, they likewise addressed themselves to the 
Egyptian prince, Ptolemy Lathuros, who, as already men- 
tioned, was engaged in open war with his’mother, Cleopa- 
tra, and possessed himself of the island of Cyprus. Lathuros 
was glad of an opportunity for augmenting his power and 
approaching Egypt by land, and therefore hastened to 
dispatch 30,000 men from Cyprus to the coast of Judea. 
But the inhabitants of Ptolemais changed their minds 
before he reached the coast. On the advice of an influen- 
tiai citizen, Demainetor, they decided rather to subinit to 
the Jewish king than to become dependent upon Lathuros, 
and thereby be involved in the dispute between him and 
his mother. Nevertheless Lathuros landed not far from 
Akko, joined Zoilos and the inhabitants of Gaza, and pro- 
posed to enforce the surrender of the city, Alexander 
was thus obliged to renounce his design upon Akko and 
to have recourse to intrigues. On the one hand he secretly 
negotiated with Lathuros, asking that Zcilos and his 
territory should be handed over to him for 400 talents ot- 


to humble her rebellious son, But this duplicity availed 
him nothing. Lathuros, while on the point of complying 
with his wish, learned, just ia time, Alexander’s deceitful 
proceedings, designed to compel bim to raise the siege and 
to inflict on his army defeat upon defeat. On a Sab- 
bath he beat the Jewish army, at least 50.000 men 
strong, near Asochis (Socho, Sichim), at the entrance of 
the large plain of Yesreel ; then a second time near the 
neighbouring Sepphoris (Zefori), and pursued them as far

Some councillors 
had suggested to Cleopatra to avail herself of this oppor- 
tunity, now that Judea required her protection, of detoron- 
ing Alexander and annexing bis domivions to Egypt. 
But Ananiah vehemently opposed this advice, urging not 
only the iniquity of such treachery bat also pointing out 


her menaced throne, would, Ananiah observed, join her 
enemies should she allow a treacherous attack to be made 
on the independence of Judea. His words at the same 


counselled treachery might be the cessation of the employ- 


military talent which distinguished him, or worse, that 
they might even be turned against her. This lan- 
guage did not fail to produce the desired impression on 
the mind of the queen; she ‘eclined the malicious advice 
of the enemies of the Judeans, and concluded with Alex 
ander an offensive and defensive alliauce. Thus the warm 
attachment of an influential Judean turned off a great 
danger from the country of his people before its king had 
even a misgiving of it.

After this it would be idle to prolong a discussion 
which, by the turn given it in your correspondents 
last letter, quits the field of philology in order to enter 
that of theology. He and I, it is admitted by bim, 
differ because, in reference to the Hebrew Scriptures, 
we occupy different standpoints—he recognising a mode 
of interpretation which I utterly repudiate. Let me 
conclude with a brief exposition of the reasons which 
induce me to decline the theory of ‘* foreshadowings of 
Similar but greater transactions in the career of the 
Coming One,” or in other words, the typical mode of 
interpretation. 

1. Becanse its admission wold deprive us of all cer- 
tainty in the interpretation of any document, and wonld 
open the door to a thoasand vagaries, and even absur- 
ditiee, To make the unreasonableness of this method 
evident, just apply it to any classical writing—for 
instance, the poems of Horace—and it would not be 
d‘fficult to meke out a case proving that the Roman 
poet was even a greater prophet than [saiah. 

II. Because its admission would lead to the iaference 
that God dealt treacheroasly by Israel. For while He 
made His servant Moses actually foretel the advent. of 
the maa that should subvert the law given on Sinai, and 
inspired prophets with visions foreshadowing the fate 
of this subverter, He not only did not disclose to them 
the purport of the predictions, but made them believe 
that the Law which he intended in due time to abrogate 
would be binding in perpetuity, by annexing to many 
ceremonial laws the conclading formula, 554 MPM 
“a statute for ever,” and prompting, by a divine afflae 
}tus, the last of the Prophets to admonish His peoples 
“* Remember ye the Law of Moses my servant, which 
commanded unto him in Horeb for oll Israel, with the 
statates and jadgments.” 

II], Because cd warned Jsrael expressly against 
al‘ributing to His words any other meaniog save that— 
conveyed by the literal sense ; or, rather, by a mode of 
interpretation commending itself to common sense, 
Thus we read (Deut. xxx. 11—13): “ For this com- 
mandmeat which I command this day is not hidden 
from thee; neither is it far off. It is not in heaven, 
that thou shouldest say, Who shall go up for us to hea- 
ven and bring it unto us, that we may hear it and do it? 
Neither is it beyond the sea, that thou shouldest say, 
Who shall go over the sea for us and bring it unto us, 
that we may hear it and do it? But the word is very 
nigh unto’ thee, in thy mouth and in thy heart, that thou 


‘mayest do it.” And again (ibid xxix. 29): “ The

PALESTINE. 


This is the heading of a leading article in the * Jewish 
Messenger” of New York. We reproduce the major 
portion of the article—the American Israelites, whose 
liberality has so largely contributed towards the Pa- 
lestine Relief Fund, having a special claim to be keard 
when they, through one of their most influential organs, 
express their opinion on the manner in which the fund 
collected should be employed. Having made some 
general remarks on tne mode in which distress in the 
Holy Land has hitherto been relieved, our cotemporary 
continues :— | 

‘*Spasmodic almsgiving is, in reality, an injury to 
the Israelites of Palestine. Unhappy pilgrims, who 
bave fled from all quarters of the globe, that they may 
die on holy ground! Whep pain, angsish and sore 
tribulation afflict their souls, we cannot resist their sad 
appeal for sympathy and help—we cannot moralize on 
the encouragement of pauperism and idleness—we can- 
not say co one another, there are calls nearer home 
which demand oor undivided aid. Wherever the Israel- 
ite dwells, the cry for assistance from the Holy Land, 
pierces his very soul. He cannot be deaf to it, be cannot 
hearken, unimpressed, to its plaintive tene of sadness 
and despair. Therefore, he gives—he gives freely and 
promptly ; and, indeed, it causes usto think more kindly 
of our brethren, to bear, see and read of their genuine, 
heartfelt sympathy, with the sufferers in Palestine. One 
writes to us, ‘ do tell us of the state of our brethren in 
the Holy Land—accept our mite—it is given from the 
heart—we grieve for our unhappy brethren—do keep 
us informed of their condition.’ Another tel!: us how 
an impromptu committee, in two or three hours, raised, 
in a small Jewish community, several hundred dollars 
as their first instalment. And, so, the evidences mul- 
tiply that-prove how close the tie that unites the child- 


ren of Israel, how ardent their attachment for Palestine, | 


‘But now that the immediate exigency has passed, we 
have time to think and reflect, and are more than ever 
convinced that we are not extending the help our breth- | 
ren really require—we must not alone feed the hungry, 
but must prevent the spread of starvation, by encourag- 
ing industrial habits. We must not alone elicit the 
prayers of pious pilgrims who spend days and weeks in 
the performance of what they call duty, wailing and 
lamenting at the Western wall, for which privilege the 
Turkish authorities exact a heavx tax—but must raise 
them from their lithargy and awaken them to a sense of 
responsibility as citizevs of the earth. Unless their 
helplessness be superseded by energy and self-coniidence, 
unless a better tone be encouraged and maintained, 
unless this feelingofdespairand despondency bearrested, 
we may transmit thousands of dollars without achieving 
the least benefit, and, indeed, contrihute by our very 
liberality to the anbappiness and misery of the poor 
Hebrew communities of the Holy Land. 

«‘ It may be urged that the greater part of those who 
live upon the bounty of their European and American 
brethren are too aged and infirm to labour. This is not 
the fact—there are, indeed, very many residents of the 
Holy Land who-immigrated thither, that their bopves 
tmaight repose in sacred soil. Bat there is also a fair 
proportion of younger men whose latent energies require 
to be developed; and there are children growing to 
maturity, who need to be educated in worldiy know- 
ledge, as well as the precepts of their faith, and one of 
whose earliest lessons should be that of self reliance. 
We believe that, ‘after providing for the pressing neces- 
sities of the sufferers by the calamities which have lately 

affiicted Palestine, the surplus in the hands of the Ea- 
ropean and American Committees should be devoted to 
securing’the permanent and substantial benefit of the 
Hebrews in the Holy Land. 

“Tt is unfortunate that we do not receive official reports 
of matters and things in Palestine, except On very rare 
occasions, from observers like Albert Cohn or Mr, 
Guedalla, who accompanied Sir Moses Montefiore on 
his visits to the Orient. ‘We cordially endorse the sug- 
gestions which we observed in our London cotemporary, 
that commissioners should be appointed to devise means 
for the effective amelioration of the condition of -

Among a 
number of Christian gentlemen who attended from curio- 
sity the synagogue on the eve of the last Day of Atone- 
ment én a town in Sclavonia, was also an eminent noble- 
man—Baron von Prentau. After the service the Baron 
rejuested the wardens to be allowed to address a few 
words to the assembled congregation; and having ob- 
tained permission, he delivered a most impressive dis- | 
course, in which he exvressed his unbounded. admiration 
of the Jewish mode of warship, saying: ‘* Without pomp, 
which oniy imposes upon man, your service stands unique 
in its kind, and must be pleasing to’the Creator. Permit 
me, therefore, to ccntribute also my mite to this beautiful 
work. Accept from me an annual present of 100 florins 
(£10), and use it in finishing the building of this sacred 
edifice.” The rabbi, in the name of the congregation, 
eadered to the Baron its cordial thanks.—Ieraelig. 


Boston.—Rescve or SHipwrecked PaAssenaers.— 
The barque Tredonia, bound from Fayal to Boston, 
United States, arrived on the 14th Jan. lest in great 
distress, having on board the shipwrecked crew and 
passengers (amounting to 300 souls) of the ship Grati- 
tude, bound from Liverpool to Norfolk. They were most 
hospitably and liberally provided for by the citizens. 
It was found that there were twenty-two coreligtonists 
amongst the unfortunates. ‘The authorities of Warren 
Street Synagogue took them in charge, and provided | 
for their immediate wants. Rooms were appropriated for 
them in the congregational building, baths prepared, and 
they were provided with comfortable clothing by onr 
coreligionists, and rich and poor contributed largely both 
in money aud clothing to alleviate their sufferings. Mr, 
S. Sternberg, the President of the Congregation Ohabei 
Shalom, convened a meeting of the different Boards of } 
Trustees, representing congregations Adatl, Israel, Beth 
El and Mishkan Israel, as also the President and Boaré 
of Trustees of the Hebrew Benevolent Association, on 
Monday evening, January 15th, 1866, to take into con- 
sideration the raising of a fund for the relief of our un- 
fortunate brethren. A committee of two from each con- 
gregation was sppoisted by the chair to take up a 
collection, aud reported the following evening that seven 
hundred dollars had been collected. This sum, with what 
clothing has been contributed, will amount to at least 
eleven hundred dollars. This money was equitably 
distributed amongst the poor unfortunates, and they 
were sent forth rejoicing.—Jewich Messenger.

But besides this irrefragable pbilologies| proof there 
is yet another drawn from the Bible itself. Ezra enu- 
merates the difficulties which the Jews encountered at 
the rebuilding of the temple at Jerusalem, and he ex- 
presses himself in these terms, “‘And they (the ene- 
mies) suborned some persons who counselled them, and 
counteracted their designs during all the daysof Cyrus, 
king of Persia, until the reiga of Darias king of Persia. 
And in the reign of Assverus, at the commencement of 
his reign, they wrote calamnies against the inhabitants 
of Juda and Jerusalem. And in the days of Artaxerxes, 
Beslam, Mithridate, Tubel, and the rest of his col- 
leagaes, wrote to Artaxerxes king of Persia,” & 

We have thas the following regular succession : 
Cyrus, Darius, Xerxes, and Artarerxes; and this pas- 
sage likewise proves the identity of Xerxes with Assa- 
erus, The Septuagint, which in the book of Esther 
identified Assuerus with Artaxerxes, found itself 
thereby embarassed ; but it expresses it in the book of 
Ezra by Acwovnpos, and admits in v. 7 the form of 

. Batthe Hebrew Artakhshasdta corresponds 
with the Peisian form Artakhshasdda, which is found 
on the Egyptian vase preserved at Venice. Instead of 
the form employed in Persia, Artakhsathra, the Persian 
Ardesbir, it corresponds with the classical Artaxerxes, 

The identity of Assuerus and Xerxes, only discovered 
by modern science, was .soon forgotten in antiquity. 
Josephus, who narrates the history of Esther very 
lengthily, follows the identification of the Septuagint, 
and attributes to Artaxarxes what the Bible says of 
Artakhshachta, at least in the recension which has 
reached us. I am aware that some scholars have pro- 
posed for the book of Ezra another identification. Tbe 
fourth chapter, at the close, comes back to the reign of 
Darius, aod tney have for this reason devised the fol- 
lowing assimilation : 


Cyrus Cyrus 

Darius Darius. 
Assuerus Cambyses. 
Artakhshachta Pseudo Smerdis. 
Darius Darius. 


But the name of Cambyses, or Kambujiya in Persian, 
was too well known to the Egyptians, where it is foond 
under the name of Kambu'tb, among the Babylonians 
under that of Kambouzuja, to be confounded with that 
of Assuerus. The Psendo-Smerdis, who moreover did 
not reign sufficiently long to apply to him the Biblical 
account, simply bore the name of him for whom he 
passed himself. 

Having proved the identity of the names of Kerzes 
and Assuerus, we can easily show that the son of Darius, 
aud not of Artaxerxes, is referred to, who only reigned 
one year (424-425). But there are other coincideaces 
which strike the reader. 

Xerxes ascends the throne in 485. His cousin 
Mardonivs excited him egainst the Athenians; bot the 
king preferred reducing Egypt previously, which had 
rebelled. He makes preparations for it in the second 
year after the death of Darius (484), an’! having pacified 
Egypt and installed his brother Achemenes, he deter 
mined on war against Gieece (483), and summons an 
assembly of the nocables of all Persia in order to learn 
their opinions, everyone freely declaring his mind. The 


reign, he caused an assembly (3) of all his chiefs and 
servante, the warriors of Persia and Media, the first one 
(Frathama), and the chiefs of thé*provinces, in order to 
show them the riches and honour of his reiga, the 
splendour and magnificence of his power, during a long 
time,. during 180 days; and when these days were 
passed the king invited ail the people that were in the 
capital, great and small, to a feast lasting seven days.” 
It was then that Queen Vashti fell into disgrace. 


The expedition against Greece was at last voted, after 
long resistance and much hesitation onthe part of 
Xerxes. These incidents are narrated by Herodotus in 
twelve long chapters (8—19). Four years had passed 
since the submission of Egypt—viz..483, 482, 482,

THE OATH BILL. 

We have not been in a hurry to discuss the Oath 
Bill, last week read a second time in the House, be: 
cause the measure, in the form in which it is pre- 
sented to the country, is rather a Roman Catholic 
than a Jewish question. It is only incidentally that 
it ig intended to remove a Jewish grievance. What- 
ever the destiny of the Bill may be, whether it 
succeed or fail, it will be on grounds unconnected 
with the long contest which terminated in 1858 in 
the admission of Baron Rothschild to his seet in 


Parhament. It may, nevertheless, not be uninte- 


resting to examine, now that another change is 
attempted to be introduced, the actual civil status of 
the Anglo-Jewish community, and the effect which 
would be produced in it should the bill become a 
law of the land. ) 

_ The Act passed in 1858, which enabled Jews re- 
turned to Parliament to take their seats, was 2n- 


_ doubtedly a large stride in advance. It was certainly 


the largest made since the readmission of the Hebrew 
race in the seventeenth century. But stil] it was in 
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had only their being én posse. Before the compro- 
mise of 1858 a Jew certainly could not take his seat 
in the House, although duly elected—not because 
there existed any Act of Parliament disqualifying 


could not conscientiously wind up the prescribed oath 
with the formula “ On the true faith of a Christian.” 
In the oath itself there was nothing to which he 
could have objected. On the contrary, every word 
was written out of his soul. It was the true echo of 
his religious sentiments, and read as though it had 
been framed by a Jew for an assembly which he 
wished to share his own convictions. Nevertheless 
dispensation from the objectionable concluding words 
of the form of the prescribed oath was only granted 
on the double condition that the Jewish members of 
the House, in the words of the Home Secretary, 
should hold their seats, “not by absolute right, but 
by sufferance ;’ and that Jews should be disqualified 
for holding certain offices in the realm. The Act 
runs thus :— 


I. Where it shall appear to eithe: House of Pa:.ament 
that a person professing the Jewish religion otherwise entitled 
to sit and vote in such House, is prevented from so sitting and 
voting by his conscientious objection to take the oath which 
by an Act passed or to be passed in the present Session of 
Parliament has been or may be substitated for the oaths of 
Allegiance, Supremacy,.and Abjuration in the form therein 
required, such House, if it think fit, may resolve that thence- 
forth any person professing the Jewish religion, in taking the 
said oath to entitle him to sit and vote as aforesaid, may omit 
the words “and I make this declaration upon rhe true faith 
of a Christian,” and so long as such resclution shall continue 
in force the said oath, when taken and subscribed by any 
person professing the Jewish religion to entitle him to sit 
and vote in that House of Parliament, may be modified ac. 
cordingly; and the taking and subscribing hy any person 
professing the Jewish religion of the oath so modified shall, 
so far as respects the title to sit and vote in such House, have 
the same force and effect as the taking and subscribing bv 
other persons of the said oath in the form required by the 
said act. 

It In all other cases, except for sitting in Pariiament as 
aforesaid, or in Qualifying to exercise the right of presentation 
to any ecceisiastical benefice in Scotland, whenever any of her 
Majesty's subjects professing the Jewish religion shall be re- 
Quired to take the said oath, the words * and 1 make this 
declaration upon the true faith of a Christian” shall be 
omitted, 

ILI. Nothing herein contained shall extend or be construed 
to extend to enable any person or persons professing the Jew- 
ish religion to hold or exercise the office of guardians and 
justices of the United Kingdom, or of Regent of the United 
Kingdom, under whatever name, style, or title such office may 


j be constituted, or of Lord High Charcelior, Lord Keeper or 


Lord Cemmissioner of the Great Seal of Great Britain or 
Ireland, or the office of Lord Lieutenant or Deputy or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of lreland, or Her Majesty’s 
High Commissioner to the General Assembly of the church of 
Scotland. 

IV. Where any right of presentation to any Ecclesiastical 
benefice shall belong to any office in the gift or appointment 
of Her Majesty, her heirs, or successors, and such office 
shall be held by a person professing the Jewish religion, 
the right of presentation shall devolve upon and be exer- 
cised by the Archbishop of Canterbury for the time be- 
ing; and it shall not be lewful for any person professing 
the Jewish religion, directly or indirectly, to advise Her Ma- 
jesty, her heirs or successors, Or any person or persons holding 
or exercising the office of Guerdians of the United Kingdom, 
or of Kegent of the United Kingdom, under whatever name, 
style, or tithe such office may be constituted, or the Lord 
Lieuteuant or Lord Deputy, or any other chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland, touching or concerning the appointment 
to or disposal of any office or preferment in the United Charch. 
of England and Ireland or in the church of Scotlard ; and if 
such person shall offend in the premises he shall, being thereof 
convicted by due course of Law, be deemei guilty of a high 
nijsdemeanour, and disabted for ever from holding any office, 
civil or military, under. the crown. 


Now it is quite evident that the first of the two 
conditions involves a possible danger to the Jewish 
community, and an actual humiliation to the Jewish 
members. The danger, we admit, is very remote. 
It does not seem probable that a majority in the 


| House of Commons should ever refuse to pass a 


resolution enabling their Jewish colleagues to take 
their seats. The tide of liberalism which has set in 
apparently will never cease to flow. Still it cannot 
be denied that new combinations, of which the present 
has no conceptions, may be formed at some future 
period, and that contingencies which no human wis- 
dom can forsee may arise, convertiag into a reality 
what now appears to be a most remote improbability. 
Further, Parliament might for once be off its guard 
—might, in fact, be caught napping; for collective 
bodies have their moments of inadvertence and som- 
nolence, just the same as individuals ; and a minority, 
for the nonce forming the majority, might do mis- 
chief. It will be admitted that such a state of affairs 
is by no means safe, and can be as little satisfactory 
to the country as to the Jewish community. Still, 
as we have said, the danger is remote. But what is 
actual, what is repeated with every new Parliament, 
and must be felt as a humiliation by the Jewish 
members and considered as a threatened attack on 
their rights by the constituencies, is the necessity 
imposed by the existing Act of applying to the House 
to pass a resolution that should enable Jews to take 
the seats to which they were duly elected. It is an

cations are well defined and known ; yet in the case 
ofa Jewish member an additional ordeal is insti. 
tuted. The constituency is not told, “ You must not 
elect him because he is disqualified by the existing 
laws,” but rather “ When you have elected him, we 
reserve to ourselves the right at our pleasure either 
to acknowledge or deny your right.” It partakes 
somewhat of the invidious nature of a veto, with the 
difference that it need not be accompanied by the 
exposition of the grounds on which it might be esta- 
blished. A tyrannical majprity might only say to a 
constituency, “Sic volo sic jubeo,” and with these 
few words encroach upon an Englishman’s most 
highly-prized right. And how impolitic to wound 
the keenest sensibilities of a man preparatory, as it 
were, to placing power in his hands, and to offer him 
an insult and embitter his feelings at the very moment 
that he is enabled to exercise this power! It looks 
like a most vulgar act of spite. It is as though the 
Parliament of 1858 had said to the Jews, “ Because 
the country compels us to concede to you a right 
which we are unwilling to give, we will concede it 
with the worst grace possible.” It reminds the Jew 
of the yellow patch and conical hat which the fana- 
ticism of bygone ages compelled him to wear, as a 
humiliating and galling batch, in order to distinguish 
him from the good believing Christians, in whose 
garb he might have been mistaken for a believer, and 
experienced humane treatment. Can it be believed 
that Parliament will allow this abnormal state of 
affairs to continue? This grievance is tangible and 
substantial. The Jews have good reason to complain, 
and a right to expect redress from the Legislature, 
the wrong being chiefly, although not exclusively 

inflicted on them. The second condition, however, 


under which the Act of 1858 was passed is a restric- 


tion which affects more the executive than the Jews, 
since it narrows the circle from which the Govern- 
ment might select its agents. 


To put the right man in the right place—such, 
undoubtedly, is the duty of the executive, and, we 
are sure, is the principle on which, in the abstract, 
it wishes to act. But the existing Act says to the 
executive, ‘‘ You must not be guided in the selection 
of your agents exclusively by their fitness for certain 
offices, for the discharge of which you deem them 
competent, but, in addition, inquire whether -they 
are Jews or not; and whatever your opinion of their 
general qualifications, the moment you find that they 
cannot bring their minds to believe certain doctrines 
which have not the remotest rational connection 
with the functions they might haye to perform in 
their new position, you must pass them by and fix 
your choice upon individuals who may be morally and 
intellectually inferior, but less scrupulous in the pro- 
fession of their religious conyictions.”’ It is evident 
from the nature of the restriction that it can hardly 
affect the handful of Jews in the realm ; few, if any, 
even if the limitation did not exist, would have the 
chance of being appointed to avy of the offices from 
which they are excluded. And if there be among 
them men who from their attainments and position 
might aspire to any such post, the same qualification 
will be sufficient to open to them other honourable 
careers equally satisfying their noble ambition. The 
chief sufferer in such a case would be the country, 
prevented by an absurd law from deriving from the 
abilities of a citizen that full amount of benefit which 
she has a right to expect, and which he would be 
willing to offer. It is for this reason that we consider 
this restriction much more in the light of: a grievance 
of the country in general, and the executive in par- 
ticular, than in that of a wrong to the Jew. Never- 
theless the animus which, in conjunction with other 
equally objectionable motives, has given rise to this. 
restriction, deserves a few words of comment; since 


it brings out prominently the erroneous view taken 


by Christianity of Judaism, and which, unfortunately, 
hasgiven birth to so many unjust and oppressive laws. 


Christianity, conscious that it was from its very 
nature aggressive, and casting its own reflection 
upon Judaism, came to the conclusion that the latter 
must be animated by the same conversionist propen- 
sities as itself, and therefore deemed it necessary in 
self-defence to shut out the Jew from every career 
in which he might exercise any influence, and even 
‘to enact all kinds of restrictive laws in order to 
: cripple his powers. The policy was akin to that of 
Pharaoh of old, who reduced © -ael to bondage and 
ordered their male children be destroyed—not 
because the Hebrews had actually inflicted any mis- 
chief on his people, but because he dreaded that if 
they increased in number they might do mischief. 
This dread of Judaism—either real or simulated—has 
repeatedly been expressed in councils of the church 
and those of priyces, and hasbeen one of the most fruit- 
ful sources of the sufferings of the Jewish people. Yet | 
there never existed a more groundless apprehension : 
than this. There may have been conversionist Jews, — 
‘but Judaism in itself is totally free from every element 
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of aggressiveness. Nowhere were the Jews com-| 
- manded to preach their religion to other nations, and 
still less to employ any coercive means to effect con- 
versions. Only once do we find in history a Jewish 
prince employing his power in compelling a van- 
quished nation to embrace his religion. King John 
Hyrkanos, of the family of the Asmoneans, offered 
the vanquished Idumeans the alternative of either 
quitting their country or conforming to the religion 
of the conquerors. But this tyrannical act of the king 
has ever since been stigmatised by all Jewish histo- 
rians, without exception, as anti-Jewish. Nor has 
Divine retribution failed to avenge on the very fa- 
mily of the conversionists the atrocity committed by 
one of its members; for the exterminator of the Asmo. 
neans wasanIdumean. Herod, surnamed the Great, 
was the murderer and successor of the Maccabees, 
and, as we are told by an Evangelist, the furious 
persecutor of the “infant Saviour,” massacring the 
Innocents. But never, either before or since, has 
Judaism manifested conversionist tendencies. Nay, 
it cannot be shown that ever a dew—from Daniel, a 
high officer at the court of Babylon, to Fould, the 
Jewish Minister of Napoleon III.—ever availed 
himself of his prominent position to undermine 
the religion of the country in which his lot was 
cast. Jewish dignitaries high in office there have 
been, both at Mahometan and Christian courts, and 
various were the charges brought against them by 
their enemies; but among these we fail to discover 
an accusation of having endeavoured to injure the 
established religion. : 

Indeed, what motive coulda Jew have tor trying 
to convert Gentiles to his faith, since he does’ not 
claim for himself exclusively the monopoly of salva- 
tion? No doubt he deplores the errors of his neigh. 
bours, but he neither believes that they will thereby 
forfeit their share “in the world to come,” if they | 
have led a moral life, nor does he consider it meri- 
torious in them if they voluntarily take upon them- 
selves the practice of those ceremonial laws which he 
holds were exclusively enjoined on hisownrace. Of 
all this the Jew is conscious. He has repeated it a 
thousand times over and over again; he has proved 
his sincerity by his practice. But there has at all 
times lurked in the background of Christianity the 
suspicion that there is some mental reservation ; since 
its own tendencies rendered the belief most diffi- 
cult that there could be a religious system which 
repudiated all propagandism. It-is to this vague 
suspicion that we ascribe tke restriction in the Act 
of 1858, excluding Jews from all those offices con- 
ferring on the holders uncommon influence. It is, 
no doubt, painful to submit to a disability arising 
from such an unfounded suspicion. 
sent we suppose there is no hope of its removal. All 
we can do is, quietly to abide our time. The progress 
of liberalism will no doubt in due time remove this 
disability, even as it has cleared away so many other 
much more formidable barriers.

A special meeting of this Board was held on Wednes- 
day evening, March 7th, the Vice-Pre ident in the chair, 
to consider the following notice of motion :—* That this 
Board, desirous of recording its grateful appreciation of 
the zeal, ability, and unremitting attention of its esteeme: 
president, Ephraim Alex, Esq., the founder of the lioard 
of Guardians, resolves that a suitable address be engrossed, 
framed, and presented to that gentleman.” 

Mr. Lionel L. Colien, in introducing the motion, referred 
to the srduous struggles the president bad to contend 
with prior to the first foundation of the Board seven years 
back, and to the great results which had flowed from the 
idea he had been the first to propound, Mr. Cohen said | 
the Board had personally great reasons to express their | 
gratitude to the president for his considerate kindness and 
temper to every member connected with the ins itution, 
and for the unceasing attention he devoted to every branch 
of their system; that the assidu'ty with which he su- 
perintended all their operations ccu'd only be equalled 
by the perseverance originally shown in establishing the 
Board at the outset ; and that it would be doing honour to 
itself in giving ex; ression to its feelings in the manner 
proposed. Mr. Coben added that he though: it probable 
it would be more in harmony with \'r. Alex's unos- 
tentatious feelings if xn endowment connected with the 
Board of Guardians for some special purpose, to be called 
byMr Alex’s name, couldbe established, but he preferred 
& persoval testimonial as more expressive of the feelings of 
regard and respect in which Mr, Alex was held by every | 
member of the Board, and as obviating the wecessity of | 
appealing to the community for general subscriptions, the 
Board being already so frequently obliged to invoke its 
support.

The anniversary dianer of this excellen* institutiou was 
held on Wednesday evening last, at the London Tavern 
the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor presiding. About 170‘ 
gentlemen were present. Among the routine toasts pro- 
posed was “ The clergy of all denominations,” and was 
responded to by the Rev. Dr, Finch and the Rev. B. H. 
Ascher. After which the toast of the evening vas 
posed by the chairman in a very eloquent speech. He said: 
Chere is, to my mind, a charm about the word “ free.” If 


there is one institution more than another which ought 


never to be anything else, it isap hospital Bat this is not 
an ordinary freedom—freedom in an hospital is greater 
where the poor, sick, helpless creature is received upon 

resenting his unhappy credentials. But the freedom to 


which I kllule is of the broader character which in this 


institution invites all mankind in the name of brother. To 
the vlory and the honour of the founders of this institution, 
they not only proclaim freedom toall who come, tut they 
respect and encourage the religious opinions and 
ceremonials of their patients, and they aid and assist 
A cosmopolitan institution like this, in the 
e:ntre of this great City, in the very heart of ; overty, 
is entitled t® our warmest sympathy and support. 
The speaker then alluded toa visit paid by him to the 
Hospital, the pleasing impression produce! thereby oa his 
mind by the admirable order, the extraordinary attention 
paid to the patients, and the hamane treatment extended 
to all, the establishment having been attended last year 
by no less than 84,747 sufferers. He then referred to 
the report that the site of the hospital would be required 
by a projected railway, and expressed a hope that the com- 
pensation to be given, aided by the generosity of the public, 
would enable the zealous mamagers to erect a wucb larger 
hospital, commensurate with the requirements of the 
immense poor population tenanting the streets in the immes 
diate vicinity of the Hospital, 

Mr. Defries, in responding to the toast of * The Hebrew 
Friends,” said that ont of the 86,000 patients which were 
relieved, there wete no less than 24,000 belonging to the 
Hebrew persuasion. 

‘The Secretary annouuced that the evening’s subscrip- 
tious amounted to £3,022. 

Ilis Lordship expressed his gratification that this was the 
largest collection which had beeu made in apy one year.

Tue Conversionists at Liverroot.—The “ Daily 
Post’’ of Liverpool contains an account of a meeting 
lately held at that place in aid of the funds of some 
conversionist purpose. On that occasion it was 
stated that nearly all converts are foreigners, and 
“that scarcely any impression was made by the dif- 
ferent missionary societies 6n the English Jews.” 
One of the speakers—Mr. Groves—was candid 
enough to observe “ that foreign Jews went into the 
(Conversionist Operatives’) Institution because they 
were in a foreign country and wanted bread and 
shelter.” Mr. Groves, we can assure him, has hit 
the nail upon the head. The most persuasive mis- 
sionary to the Jews is starvation. A Rev. Mr. 
Hirsch, a local missionary, and evidently a baptised 
Jew, stated that the reason why so little im- 
pression was produced on the English Jews was 
their religious ignorance. ‘This called forth two let- 
ters in the same paper, both taking the hired servant 
in the pay of the conversionists severely to task for 
this charge. But we say that if religious ignorance 
should really prove a protection from conversionist 
poison, then ignorance is bliss; and we sincerely 
trust that the English Jews will at all times remain 
distinguished for this honourable kind of ignorance.

The Board adopted the admirable suggestion of Mr. Joseph, 
and employed an Inspector of Nuisances to see to the sanitary 
state of the habitations of the Jewish Poor, with especial 
reference to those houses which had been infested by fever : 
for the fact is well established, that in the localities where 
fever abounds, clolera, if it come at all, will surely find a 
place ‘This inspection has produced good results ; the Boards 
of Works have done a great deal towards remedying the 
defects complained of, while proprietors have made consider- 
able internal repairs. and rendered the houses of their tenants 
somewhat more habitable. The drainage has been gut in 
order, the water supply made more regular, and lime-wash 
plentifully applied. In some localities, Newcastle-place for 
instance, the amendment has been very obvious; in Ann - 
street severa! families who dwelt in cellars have been ejected; 
and in Swan-court, in which every house has been fever-struck 
within the last four months, several terements have been shut 
up pending substan‘ial repairs. The heaps of refuse which 
lined and paved the streets, equally offensive to the eye ani 
the nose, have not been allowed to accumulate to their former 
extent, and although all these improvements cannot, of course. 
be attributed to the exertions of the Inspector of the Board, 
there is no doubt that his efforts and representations have, in 
no small degree, contributed to their being set on foot and 
carried out. Although your Medical Officers cannot point to 
ary positive practical result as the consequence of all this, it 
is tobe hoped that these endeavours at sanitary improvement, 
in conjunction with others of the same nature, made by the 
proper authorities all cover the metropolis, may be successful 
in averting the ravages of the dreaded scourge at whose 
threatened approach they were initiated. 


Fever carried off its usual number of victims. The 
patients, however, are often unwilling, and sometimes 
altogether refuse to enter the Fever Hospital. On this 
head the report remarks :— 

Im the majority of cases, religious groundsare adduced in 
support of their objection; and this is a matter which touches 
the whole community, for the law to compel removal being 
very inefficient, the fever has frequently spread in consequence 
The other d--ewback is the want of a 
sufficiently large convalescent home, whither the weak and 
hardly recovered patient might be sent to recruit his broken 
down system. The want of sach an institution was never 
more felt than this year, not that illness has been more frequent, 
but that generally it has been more intense and of longer 
duration than usual. Food, clothing, etc., are supplied by the 
Board unsparingly: but ifa little fresh air could be provided 
after an illnese, it would tend materially to hasten and confirm 
an otherwise tedious and precarious convalescence, 

This drawback reminds us of the projected Convales- 
cent Home, towards the establishment of which several! 
thousand pounds have been’collected. How is it that the 
committee has lately given no sign of life? The pro- 
ject should be kept alive in the public mind, and some 
account of the state of the funds should from time to 
time be allowed to transpire. 

We pass by the three reports of the medical committee, 
as their contents were anticipated last year while the 
examination of the inspector in the sanitary state of the 
houses of the poor was going on. 

Of equally great interest, and to some extent gratify- 
ing, is the report of the work committee. Its chief 
in which the 
loan of sewing machines to the poor tailors or cap 
makers affects their circumstances. It is known that a 
very large number of the Jewish poor are engaged in 
trades which have been revolutionised by the invention 
of sewing machines. ‘l'bese have given a decided ad- 
vantage to their possessors over those who either have 
not the means. of procuring these somewhat costly 
machines or do not know howto usethem, It was 
therefore an extraordinary boon to the struggling poor 
when the Board took charge of the sewing machines 
placed at their disposal by true philanthropy. From 
the cases described in the report we may pronounce the 
system a success. It is with great satisfaction that we 
quote the following passage :-— 

Your Committee can point with pleasure to many industrious 
workmen, who, before obtaining the great boon offered by your 
Board, were living, with their families, in the most abject 
misery, in wretched confined hovels, and who are now able to 
~emt entire houses, and to maintain and clothe their families 
ia comfort and respectability. 

Of the great advantages thusobtained, not only present, but 
perspective, it is needless to speak. 

One man, raised from a state of poverty to a state of inde- 
pendence, is thus themeans of saving awhole family from 
pauperism; and not only does his own family reap the benefit 
of his improved condition, but the community is saved from the 
prospective burden of a pauper’s posterity. 

The re-payments by holders of Sewing Machines, during the 
past year, have amounted to £160 12s., and donations to the 
Fund to the amount of £91 19s., have been received, making 


an aggregate of £252 lis. This sum has been expended in | 


the purchase of twenty-four sewing machines, which have been 
awarded to as many applicants. 


An idea may be formed of the amount of good thus 
conferred upon the poor when we say that no fewer than 


machines, and that some borrowers have by this time 


become the owners of the borrowed machines, having | 


gradually paid to the Board the price out of |those 
savings which these machines enabled them to make.

DESIDERATA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Srr,—In the very able and masterly report of the 
Board of Guardians for the relief of the Jewish poor, 
of which you have given a notice in your last impres- 
sion, I find three great desiderata set before the com- 
munity, viz.: a convalescent home, a register for 
persons requiring employment, and an extension of 
the work committee. Two of these desirable objevis 
have already anuclens, requiring only a slight increase 
of energy and a small amount of pecuniary aid to 
extend them to the requisite prac icable dimensions. 
The medical officers of the Board express the great 
need felt, especially this year, for a place where their 
patients, recovered from acute disease, might have 
been sent to regain the strength requisite to resume 
their labours. We well know what the rich do for 
themselves in these cases. 
The ‘Judith, Lady Montefiore Memorial” was 
decided by its president and committee to take the 
form of a “ Convalescent Home,” and to afford at the 
same time the training for Jewish girls in domestic 
duties, which such an establ’shment readily offers. 
Our gratitude to Sir Moses Montefiore and to the 
memory of his much respected wife is but ee | 
evinced when we find that the work actually so muc 
required cannot be commenced for want of funds. 
There are, I know, about £7000 in hand, but the 
committee of this inemorial convalescent home most 
correctly decide not to commence their operations 
until they have raised a sufficient annual income to 
obviate all necessity for yearly subscriptions or 
periodical —— to the public. Will not the truly 
benevolent Jewish community come forward and 
secure to their poor brethren a benefit so nearly 
accomplished? It is not the utterly indigent alone 
who might be benefited by the “‘ Judith, Lady Monte- 
fiore Convalescent Home ;” the class above want, 


be permitted to participate in its benefits. I am 
aware that there exists a private institution of this 
kind, supported entirely by one benevolent lady ; its 
 benefactions, however, are necessarily limited. 

In reference to the register of persons requiring 
employment, as domestic servants, porters, messen- 
gers, &c., that the Board of Guardians intend to keep, 
I would remark that the gentlemen may, indeed, be 
able to find employment for messengers and porters ; 
but alas for domestic servants ! so untutored are these 
that their recommendation can be but a source of vex- 
ation to both parties. Here again the ‘‘ Judith; Lady 
Montefiore Memorial” offers help. The scheme of this 


them for any domestic situations, or to enable them 
to conduct their own homes with a little more thrift, 
cleanliness, and propriety than exists at present. It 
has been said that there is small demand for -Jewish 
female servants; I am inclined to think otherwise. 
The dearth of good female domestics is felt through- 
out the land, and I believe an accession of such help 
from our own ranks would be gladly welcomed. It 
is not alone cooks or mere drudges that we require. 
Many families now keep three or four servants who 
formerly kept only one; housemaids and parlourmaids, 
nurses and nursery maids, would readily find places. 
But who can take them so untrained as they now are ? 
For only the very poorest of our young women would 
accept service. The mistaken tenderness of fathers, 
brothers, and relatives in general, induces them to 
keep many dependents (failing their support to be- 
come paupers), rather than permit them to enter 
situations. 

With regard -to the “ Work Committee,” could 
these gentlemen receive the active assistance which 
they ask for, I feel confident that their scheme could 
be extended so as to instruct and find employment for 
a large number of persons. 

If you, Mr. Editor, will grant me the favour of your 
~ se I may trouble you with some further remarks.

Sovruwarx.—Mr, Hope, of the firm of Hope and Co., ketchup, 
jam, and pickle manufacturers, of the Fort-road, Upper Grange- 
road, Bermondsey, was summoned by the vestry of Bermondaey,

Mr. W. Parker, the medical officer of health to the Bermond- 
sey vestry, said that from information he received he went to 
defendant’s premises, accompanied by the inspector of nuisances 
and saw his foreman, whom he told he had come to inspect the 
premises, Witness found a barrel containing about a hundred 
weight of salted pigs livers, and they were very offensive. He 
examined them, and found a large portion partially in a putrid 
state. The foreman told him that they were going to be boiled 
down tomake ketchup, At that time the defendant entered the 

emises, whose attention he called to the putrid state of the 
ivers, and asked him if his name was Hope. He replied that it 
was, and produced a printed bill. of which the following is a copy : 
—‘‘ Hope and Co's Leicestershire ketchup. Warranted pure; 
hapenabty t0 Act of Parliament, 23 and 24 Vict., c. 84, entitled 
an Act for preventing the adulteration of food cr drink.” Witness 
told him that such livers were not fit to make ketchup, and at the 
same time took several very putrid livers out of the caské 
and said he should take them before a magistrate. The defend: 
ant told him he was quite willing that such a proceeding should

This population has hitherto been without any institution for the 
education of the young in the Religion of their fathers, with the 
exception of an Evening School for Girls, that has been supported 
by the Baroness M. De Rothschild ; and they bave only one Syna. 

eogne, erected in the year 1823, in an inconvenient situation. 

Sacred Building is not alone unsightly and dilapidated, but 
the accommodation it is entirely inadequate, as is shown 
by the very large number of applications for seats which had to be 
refused at the previous and last Holidays. Still the Committee, 
having in view the incessant calls upon the liberality of the Jewish 

Community, would have refrained from adding to the number of 

these but for a circumstance which left therm& no alternative. 

The lease of this Synagogue will expire on the 29th Se ber 

and there is no chance of its being renewed. The Commit- 
tee, having been compelled to remove, nave, however, succeeded 
in securing a most eligible plot of ground, centrally situated, in the 
neighbour of the Elephant and Castle, spacious enough to 

contain a Synagogue to accommodate 200 Gentlemen and 150 
Ladies, a School House for Boys and Gir's, and a residence for an 
Official. .The site has been obtained on a long lease from the 
Worshipful Company of Fishmongers, and ata low reatal—on 
condition that the building be completed within half a year from 
the current month. 

The estimate of the cost of the Synagogue and the buildings to 
be attached is about £4000. The Warders and Committee are 
happy to state that their funded property, together with the Dona- 
tions that have already been promised, amount to about £2500 ; 
and they now earnestly appeal to their coreligionists tor further aid 
in the sacred cause. 

It would surely be superfinous to point out to the Community tha 
Synagogues or Schools, situated at least three miles from the Bo- 
rough and its Suburbs, cannot be considered accessible to the 
Jewish inhabitants of South London; or to dwell ua 
mount importance and sacredness of the duty of enabling so 
numerous a population to be supplied with a Building wherein 
they may Worship the God of Israel, and their children be taught 
the Religion given by Him. 

Appeals of this kind have at all times ranke.l among the most 
urgent in Israel, and the benevolent and religious have never failed 
to respond to them. 

The Wardens and Committee look forward the more confidently 
to an early and liberal response to this Appeal, since the members 
of their Congregation, although possessed of only moderate means, 
have yet never failed to offer their mites whenever a call has been 
made—whether in aid of the Metropolitan communal charities or 
for the relief our distressed coreligionists abroad.
